A ■>Get-Bicfa-Qai^" eoneert which 
did not take money out of Lancaster 
Is, Indeed, the eighth wonder of tbe 
world! What puzzles us Is why the 
promoters missed tbe town which is 
known far and wide for going into ev- 
ery foreign scheme offered. A turf 
investment scheme used many local 
papers in Kentucky to tell bow they 
could take your money and send you 
ten ddfaus fbr every one you sent 
them. The post oflloe department 
sow iasoed a fraud order aad tlM"firm 
strode for tall timber. Tliere .is no 
country town bnt what needs every 
penny kept within its limits, and that 
ungovernable desire to gamble In for-*^ 
eign fakes Is tbe sole cause of so many 
Kentucky towns lagging at tbe rear 
of tbe procession. There is a move on 
foot right now to establish a large bo- 
sinem enterprise in this city,and, from 
present outlook, the promoters will 
be eompdled iu aeeareaaaistaaee from 
aooChor state. Now,woaIdn't that Jar 
you? If all the money made off Lan- 
caster people and shipped away had 
been retained where hoom people 
would have another ehanoe at it, Uie 
town would not <nily be up with hw 
northwnslrtenbiitalMad of any of 



When Lancaster voted sereral 

thousand dollars a year ago for build 
ing a reservoir within a mile and a 
half of the town to give the place wa- 
terworks, the citizens little thought 
the building of this reservoir would 
disclose a rich vein of clay. While Mr 
W U Grider, field representative of 
the Mineral Committee^ the Kan- 
tacky Exhibit Association was hen In 
October, be visited this reaervobr, now 
just completed, and discovered abed 
of clay about five feet deep already 
exposed. It lies over limestone. He got 
a sack of this clay and shipped to Prof 
C J Norwood, at Lexington, for a test. 
While at the reservoii Mr Grider also 
arranged for an exhibit of tbe bard 
blue limestone used li the dam taken 
from a quarry near by. It is in a stra- 
ta from two to fourteen inches thick. 
Other stone exhIUU seenred show 
samples froin a Mlg* of gray Ubm- 
stone with a nomber of vwy small 
bright, sparkling specks, located on 
Dix river, eight miles from Lancaster 
on tbe Lexington pike. This ledge is 
six to eight feet thick and extends 
some distance along the river. On the 
same river between Lancaster and 
Danville, on the farm of ColJ W Mill- 
er, Mr Grider found a high cliff of 
rock in ledges of one to eight feet 
thick— a very bard lig^t gray stone. 
It Is the porpoae of Mr Orider toshew 
these Qarrard Mam sto n e ta a pynndd 
built up wltii gray and Una altomat- 
ing. There are several different min- 
eral waters in tbe -eounty, samples of 
which Mr John M Farra, secretary of 
the Lancaster Commercial Club, . has 
promised to dllp to the BdllMt As- 
sociation. 

Garrard was the banner county of 
Kentucky, in hemp raising in 1902 
and, while the hemp crop was a fail- 
ure in many sections 'of the State In 
1903, it is far from a fitllure in- this 
county; therefore, the ]|xhiblt Assoc! 
ation laloddng toOadard fora^^ls- 
pliqr of this fibre. Itlstbbefnmldied 
by Messrs. Banks Hudson, H. A. B. 
Marksbu^ and James M. Denny. 

Of course, other agricultural pro- 
ducts are to be shown, $uch as corn, 
wheat and tobacco, but the county is 
depending chiefly on its hemp display 
to attract attention. Mr J C Tljomp 
son has been very successful in the 
culture of ginseng and will makie an 
attractive exhlMt of itasevaral su- 
(,es. The 6arra.d Ofadad School, 
thanka to the diorts of Prof J B Man- 
nix; will be repreaented hi the educa- 
tional dlqplay from Kentucky, and 
Mr B H Fbx, of Danville^ the Official 
World's Fair Photographer for Gar- 
rard county. In addition to many other 
interesting views, has a large picture 
of this school and it is to occupy a 
burnt wood frame at the Fair made by 
Miss Lettie McRoberts, whose work 
in pyography has attracted a great 
deal of attention. Another Interest- 
ing exhibit from tbe eoonty in the 
Kentucky Building will be hand-paint 
ed china and an dl painting from Miss 
Sallie Elkin, of Lancaster, together 
witb an oil painting from Miss Anne 
Cbenault Wallace, of Point Leavell. 
Tbe two old oil paintings of Christo 
pher Columbus and Amerigo Vespucci 
hanging on the walls of the county 
clerk's office, are to be reframed and 
turned over to the local World's Fair 
Cemmlttee. They were given to tbe 
county sixty years sgo bf Oomaaodore 
Cicero Pri^, a native of tba eoonty, 
intbeUnltadStateaVvvy.

fbp State Good Koadg convention 
repently held at Little Sock^Arfcanaaa, 
was one of the moat important ever 
held in t&ia country to consider any 
industrial question. It was large in 
numbers, enthusiastic in interest 
and harmopiouB in action. Tbe 
legislature being in session at the 
capital, adjourned to meet in the great 
hall where the de/egates and spec- 
tators assembled to the number of 
2,000. The great questions under 
discussion were state aid and national 
aid to tead boiidincs. There was 
almost a nnanimons opinion In 
favor of both propositions and on 
the second day a resolution was passed 
by a unanimous rising vote of the con- 
ventioa iaatnieting the legislatore to 
pass a law at once levying a tax of two 
mills on every dollar of taxable prop- 
erty in the state to raise a fund to be 
used by the state to aid its different 
subdivisions in building roads. The 
opinion also prevailed that the United 
States government should become one 
of the cooperating forces in this great 
work, and should pay some share of the 
cost required to improve certain lead- 
ing highways up to a high standard of 
ezeclleBee. Ia tiUs coMMctkm the 
Brownlow bill now pending in con- 
gress, which provides for a system of 
cooperation between the United States 
aqd the different states, or subdivisions 
thereof, in road building, was under 
poqsideration. Among the arguments 
offered in favor of national aid ar^ the 
following:

. undred millions of dollars per year, 
^re drawn as n>uch from the agri-^ 
PUlturgI areas as from all other sources 
combined, yet at the same time when jt 
comes to the distribution of the fupd

great cities for public buildings, bftttle- 
ships, munitions of war, harbor facili- 
ties, etc. This discrimination has re- 
salted very huyaiy tnm a la^oCat- 
tcntioa and consideration. It is be- 
lieved that congress would make 
appropriations for improving roads as 
fvell as HVeirs if urged to do so by the 
people of the rural districts. fhis 
instance was cited as an illustration o| 
the wiedoas 0$ aaeh a duwge: 

Thp Wbite fiver is now being im- 
proviid by the United Stfrtea i^veni- 
pient at a cost, of tWO pi^liap dpH^rs 
which will result in a aVi^t imPTOVf * 
ment in its navi|pitiap tha| wiH b(qwflt 
but a few carriers and a small number 
pf people, whereas a permanent and 
weii-in'PrOTf d highway built Mfith that 
large amount of laouf^, either alop^ 
the bank of that same river, or In any 
other portion of the state of Arkansas, 

would eoatrflHite much more to pheap- 
eniaf tran^rtatiop, would serve 
many more people, would increase t)ie 
value of land adjacent to it, and would 
add very much more to the state's 
wealtlx. 

It WtP considered good policy by the 
participants in thp discpssion |hat tbe 
United States should be called upop 
to contribute a share in this necessary 
ioiprovement of highways. This idea 
was ipdorspd in a resolution passed 
by the convention. Attentjop was 
called to the fact that the goverpmept 
has alneady appropriated a million 
dollars for Kiich a purpose to Porto 
Rico and another million to the Philip- 
pines, and the secretary of war has 
lately recommended to congress, with 
the approval of the president, that 
three millions of dollars should be 
immediately appropriated for the use 
of the Philippine government to be 
maiply expended in baflding highways 
and otlMr publie improvemeiits op ti^e

I made an ezcavatiqn five or dx feet 
on the surface, and about a foot deep.

ly, and earth was pressed around them 
so as to hold every piece exactly in 
place. Then the excavation was filled 
with rich soil until level with the sur- 
face, excepting at the ends the tiles 
were left bare for a few inches. The 
l)oard frame, 5 by 15 feet, was next 
put in place, so as to leave six inches 
of each row of tUee nwj e e t ia g b e yo nd 
the ends of the frunc, as shown In 
smaller cut. 

At the east ends of the bed, a hole 
was dug three by four feet on surface, 
and two feet dccpw Im this h<de a 
crude fireplace waa made of looae 
brick, and the flue was connected with 
the three ends of projecting tile. At 
the west end of the frame a brick cham- 
ber waa made iato which the three tilea

entered, giving them a common flue 
for outlet. The top of this chamber 
was closely covered, excepting a six- 
inch circular hole, into which a single 
length of stovepipe was fitted. A slop- 
ing door was hung over the fireplace 
cavity to keep out rain; and the earth 
was raised high enough to prevent 
surface water from running into the 
hole. Soil was banked about the frame 
and the glass sash put in place. It 
took six sashes 29 by 60 iuches, to cover 
the frame, and I happened to have on 
hand six old storm window sashea of 
that size. Of course the sashes doped 
to the south in the usual way. 

When fire was kindled in the fire- 
place the smoke came freely from the 
atovepipe. The tUce were eovcrcd with 
Mrfl to a depth of about dz inehes. With 
a good fire, I conld quickly warm up 
the earth on the coldest days of spring. 
And when once well heated the earth 
and tiling held the heat for a long 
time, provided the draft waa eloeed.

Potatoes may be grown on a variety 
of soils; but the moat important factor 
in growing them snceessfnlly, after the 
proper selection of tubers for seeding, 
is the selection of the kind of soil best 
adapted to them. Soil in a pulverized 
state, BO light that it will offer but 
small resistance to tbe growth of the 
tubers, should be selected. The ground 
should be well drained, and have a sup- 
ply of organic matter sufficient to keep 
it in a state of meistare, vAieh is aeeca- 
sary to the normal growth of the 
potato. Plowing under green crops 
and adding well rooted farm manures 
will render almostany load of soil aoit- 
ahtef or growiag this egK viMe a«i^ 
cleared lands am adapted to gome 
varieties of the potato; as the soil is 
in a mechanically favorable state to its 
growth, and has a liberal supply of 
organic matter, which continues till 
cultivation exhausts it from the soil. 
The mechanical condition of the soil 
is of much importance; as its natural 
fertility and artificial fertilization will, 
to a great extent, supply the deficiency 
of this organic quality, if the soil is in 
a condition to fonlah the aeeeesarjr 
moisture. Ezperienee in growing this 
crop teaches that one year, or two 
years at most, is as long as this crop 
should be without change grown on a 
fiate of grooad, heeanaetheplantfeiod 
sifdied to the pototo hy that time he- 
comes exhausted, and then the germs 
of disease from the scabby tul>ers will 
remain in the soil, and they must be 
starved out hy changing the crop to 
that which will not support these par- 
ticular germs. — ^Frank Monroe Beverly,

As I am a good-rood lover, I vriah to 

give my opinion on how to make a road 
liard and solid so that it will carry the 
heavy loads better than most roads 
generally do. 

In my own experience years ago, I 
owned only one two-inch tire wagon. 
Since then I made a three-inch wagon 
out of old wheels by cutting it down 
a little lower and had tbe Uadcsmith 
put on tlirec-iocb tires, one-half inch 
thick. 

The wonderful effect this has in im- 
proving an otherwise worthless fi^rm 
convenience no one Icnows unless b>e 
has tried it. The wagon now is as 
good as a new one, and it does not 
cut down as before. 

Farmers should be sure to ordicr 
wide tires when new wheels are P£e4- 
cd on old wagons. A tbree-incb tire 
will do. bnt a fonr^iieh ia still better, 
aa it acta as a roller on the reed, aad 
when once packed the draft is much 
lighter. This is my eirp^rience. — H.

produeta aad reoooreea ia tbe diCer- 
ent ezhiiMt palaeta e< tbe 8t Louis 
Exposition is quite aa prooiiBently 
located in the mammoth structures 
as is the Kentucky Building on tbe 
grounds. Starting with the reserva- 
tion made for the mineral resources 
in the Mines and Metallurgy Building 
it ia no effort to show bow well tho 
State that gave to the world the 
president of the Exaibition, Hon. 
David R. Francis, born in Madison 
county, has l>een taken care oL 

At tbe weat ooraer of tho lOaaa 
Building, where erowda oondng from 
the walks around the Grand Basin 
and from the Restaurant Pavilions 
will pour In, rests the space in which 
will be shown the wonderful mineral 
resources of Kentucky. Here in one 
spot is three thouaa ad aquare feet. In 
addition to this, distributed at inter- 
vals through the building, will be du- 
plicate displays of coal, claj', iron, 
lead and zinc and mineral waters in 
the various collective exhibits. In tbe 
general display, naturally coal is 
given prominence. A year ago one of 
the leading operators of the State 
made the assertion in a paper read 
before a body of prominent financiers 
that fifty years from now the coal 
fields of Great J^tata aad tbe eoal 
fields 9t Peaasylvaaia would be all 
but exhausted and that the world 
must needs then turu to the Ken- 
tucky fields for its coal supply. This 
gentleman was no idle dreamer. He 
spoke of the rich veins in Eastern 
Kentucky and the rich veins in West- 
em Kentucky. He talked in figures, 
not in fancies. It will be one of the 
purposes of the Exhibit Association 
to prove in its coal exhib.. by geo- 
graphieid Biapa aad eharts. and by 
constantly increastag productions, 
that the statement is to be borne out 
by the future. 

It Is believed, too, that tbe clay de 
posits of Kentucky hold in their grasp 
the coming years of this great Indus 
try. What these deposits will bring 
forth only time can tell, hut that they 
will not be disappointing has been 
scientifically demonstrated. The 
same might be said of the State's 
lead aad itaM ores, ber aaphalt roclcs, 
her materials for limes and cement^, 
her building stones and her lltliQ- 
graphic stones. All of these things 
are to be given due prominence In the 
Kentucky display. 

Apd petroleum! The Standard Oil 
eompsiqr haa i^ flaceia am tbe polae 
ot this grpwiag (pfant, aad tbe intent 
that tbe Standard Oil company takes 
time to feel the pulse of is certain to 
grow rapidly. The Mineral Exhibit 
Committee of the Asaoetotloa will be 
able to show oil from the various 
sands of the state. During the past 
month there was erected in Lexington 
1^ Professor H- ICastle of the State 
college a refinery especially to get the 
product from Kentucky's petroleum 
to Bbowbi the state'a ariaaral di«^. 
There win be at least flfteen different 
samples displayed in extenso, from 
the crude form even to the paraflne. 
One of the unique features of the pe- 
troleum display will be a bottle of oil 
from the first well bored in the Unit- 
ed Statea. This well was sitnated i« 
Cuml>erland eounty, and waa stmek 
while boring for salt water. When 
this well was sunk — In 1829, before 
oil was heard of in Pennsylvania — the 
crude oil waa put up in bottles by the 
American Oil e^pany, and spld all 
over the United States at fifty cents 
per bottle, eight ounces, as a cure for 
cuts and bruises and sores of all 
kinds of man and beast. It was not 
thought of that time for illuminating 
purpoaaa. 

Another striking mineral exhibit 
will be massive blocks of onyx, while 
it In {the hope of the committee to be 
able to get a very fine collection of 
gems from ElUoftt county. To all pf 
these things will be added in propor- 
tion to their wealth polishing and 
scouring materials and molding sands, 
road materials, barite, fluorite, iron, 
coke, ete., etc. In one comer of the 
display there will be geograiriiical 
sections, in another a laiva geogr a pb r 
ical map. Much space is also to be 
devoted to cases with different exhil)- 
its. Miaerai waters will also be at- 
tractively displayed. Eleven of the 
most noted springs in tiie state have 
already agreed to furnish water ia 
botUea with en>eeially dealgaed faibela 
and water to be served on tan graUa. 
The water to be given away will be 
placed in the Kentiutky Building, the 
different springs to attemate la 
time of serving.
